They expressed their hatred tor En- 
Klftthmcn Just as much as for Ameri- 
cans and declared they would destroy 
my ship anil all aboard. I decided to 
get away as soon as possible. 


"I gave orders to get ready for sea 


and visited the Venezuelan consul, who 
represented the United States govern- 
ment, to have my papers attended to. 


"I had no sooner left the ship than. £, 


crowd began following mo, hooting at 
me, I paid no attention and continued 
on up the street until I reached the Al- 
bion hotel, where the consulate is lo- 
cated. The fust Increasing mob gath- 
ered outside the hotel and when they 
discovered I wan In conversation v 
the consul of Venezuela they stoned 
the place. 
The American Hag, which 


was In the consul's ofllce, was torn to 
ribbons and trodden upon the streets, 
and the American coat of arms i 
shattered to atoms. 
The eagle was 


kicked in the mud and spat upon. The 
mob then went for me. They 
bom- 


• barded the hotel with stones and 


smashed every window In It. 
They 


threw a dozen or more huge atones at 
me, several of which Just grazed my 
bead. 
They then drew murderous 


looking knives, crying that I was an 
American and 
tried 
to kill me. I 


slipped out of the back way and by 
making: a detour reached my ship un- 
molested. As soon as I got aboard I 
saw the mob coming down the quay, 
yelling like mad, and as the tug was 
alongside we were soon- out of their 
reach. 


"Soon after we left Gibraltar, two 


small craft were sighted astern and it 
did not take us long to make them out 
to be Spanish torbedo boats. They were 
evidently In pursuit of us and for thir- 
ty miles they followed us, but when 
night came on we put on a full head of 
steam and ran for the open sea. We 
kept going lively all night and when 
day dawned our pursuers wort: no 
where In Bight."

SPANIARDS AROUSED.

From their 
fortifications and high elevations they 
bad a splendid opportunity to cripple 
our llt-t-t, but. they seemed lo flre as i 
only desirous of emptying their maga-

THE DEATH OF 
GLADSTONE. 


With the death of 
William Ewart 


Ohidstone there passes from the stage 
of public life one of its greatest actors. 
In his lime he held the eye of the pub- 
lic as few other men have, and he will 
live in history ati one of the greatest 
statesman of the nineteenth century. 
This was the verdict of his contempor- 
aries, and It Is not likely to be set aside 
by the generations to come. What Is 
turangc about this verdict is that ft is 
not based on any great successes, but 
rather on what he aspired to accom- 
plish 'and his exalted character. Were 
he to be Judged by the degree of suc- 
cess attained by his measures there 
would be danger of his being refused a 
place In the first rank, but, oddly 
utiough, the usual standards arc not 
applicable In his ease—at least, there 
bus been no disposition to apply them. 
That the greatness of Gladstone's char- 
acter, his high Ideals, his pure life had 
much to do with the refusal to judge 
him by the ordinary standards cannot 
b>; doubted. If he did not live to sec the 
fruition of his hopes ho nt least cast a 
wholesome Influence1 around him, and 
tho world is better for his having lived. 
The mourning over his death will be as 
deep In this country as it Is in his own- 
Indeed, the whole world will mourn, for 
in Ills death all mankind has lost a 
Kivat friend.

not only reach their destination more 
quickly and In better fighting condition, 
than those who march In silence, but, 
inspired by the music and words of 
national songs, will have that self con- 
fidence which is the mother of victory. 


The German army Includes more than 


10,000 military musicians, able-bodied 
men who might as well be soldiers. We 
may feel sure that the great and shrewd 
commanders of the German army would 
not employ in times of war sucli 
enormous number of musicians unless 
they believed that in this way these 
player 
equal 
other words, the generals fully appre- 
ciate and endorse the utility of music. 
Even in tlmesof peace there is a use for 
these musicians; for they make excel- 
lent bands, which, at their daily pa- 
rades and weekly concerts, not only 
*lify the military men, but entertain 
the populace, who thus pet aome return 
for the taxes they have to pay to sup- 
port the army. 
Summing up the evolution of war mu- 


sic, we nee that Its original function of 
inspiring terror and creating a panic 
was gradually abandoned; while Its 
usefulnes as an aid In drilling, in tac- 
tics. In iMgnalUng, In arousing courage 
and patriotic cnthuslaBm. in .sustaining 
flagging energies, and in providing en- 
tertainment in times of war and peace, 
in now more fully acknowledged than 
ever.
